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ABSTRACT 

Student enrollment in New England institutions. of 
higher education for the fall 1972 are reported. Following 
introductory material. New England enrollment, first time students^ 
residence data, institutional data, and U.S. enrollment are 
discussed. Appendices include statistical enrollment data for 
^Irmdnt, New Hampshire, Maine, Rhode Island, Connecticut and 
Massachusetts and enrollment statistics by institutional control and 
level. (MJM) 
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HIGHLIGHTS 



* New England's degree granting insti- 
tutions of higher education enrolled 
597,208 students in Fall 1972, a 3.16% 
increase over the 578,905 enrolled in 
Fall 1971. Enrollment in the public 
sector increased 5.045^ while that in the 
private increased 1.3n, These percent 
gains are all above the national gains 
between 1971 and 1972. 

* For the first time in the region's 
history, enrollment in the public sector 
(302,007 or 50.6::) exceeded that in the 
private sector (295,201 or 49.4%). 

* Overall, two-year colleges showed 
the greatest enrollment increase between 
Fall 1971 and 1972 (7.19^), four-year 
colleges the second largest (2.86%) 

and universities the least (1.85%). 

* While public institutions ct all 
levels continued to show gains (?.-year, 
9.50%; universities, 4.28%; 4-yed', 
2.73°r)^ enrollment decreased in both 
private two-yea^ colleges (-1.60;.; and 
universities [-0.^3%) with only the 
private four-year colleges showing a 
gain (2.94%). 

* Analyses by level of student were 
again (as in Fall 1971) hampered by 
what appeared to be realignments in 
the categorization of these data for 
reporting to USOE.

* Massachusetts continued to enroll the 
majority (53.7/0 of the students attending 
a college or university in New England. To- 
gether, Massachusetts and Connecticut accounted 
for fully three-fourths of the region's stu- 
dent popul ation . 

* Massachusetts showed the greatest numeri- 
cal gain (8,815) in enrollment in the public 
sector in the region, but Maine showed the 
greatest percentage increase {7 ,36%) . In the 
private sector, Vermont showed the greatest 
percentage (1 3 .80^0 and numerical (1,410) 
gain. Overall, Vermont showed the greatest 
percent gain (7.15%) while Massachusetts showed 
the greatest numerical gain (9,776). 

* Based upon data provided by institutions 
enrolling ^6 percent ot the region's students, 
there v/ere 1 31 , 651 first-time students in New 
England in Fall 1972. Of these, 118,825 were 
enrolled for degree-credit and 12, 825 were 
non-degree studerUs. 

* Fall 1971 and 1972 first-time degree-credit 
enrollment data were available for 190 
institutions which together accounted for 89% 

of the degree-credit enrollment in the region 
in 1972. Based upon this sample, first-time 
degree- credit enrollment dropped 1.19% be- 
tween 1971 and 1972 while total degree-credit 
enrollment increased 3.11% and undergraduate 
enrollment increased 4.28%. For d egree- cr ed i t 
students at public institutions only, first- 
time enrollment decreased by 3.79% while the 
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total increased 6.08^ and undergraduate 
increased 10.26%. For degree-credit 
students at private institutions, however, 
first-time enrollment increased by 2.03% 
while the total remained almost constant 
(+0.08%) and undergraduate decreased 
(-1 .66%) . 

* Residence data were provided for 
86.5''; of the undergraduate students 
enrolled in New England's institutions 
of higher education in Fall 1972, In the 
public sector, 90.0% of these undergra- 
duates were residents of the state in 
which the institution is located; in 
the private sector this figure was 



* Residence data were also provided 
80% of the region's f i rs t-prof ess i one 1 
students (100% of those attending publ 
institutions and 77% of those attendin 
vate institutions). Eighty-three perc 
of the first-professional students att 
public institutions were from in-state 
45,9% of those attending private insti 
were from in-state. 

* And residence data were provided 
81-1% of the graduate students in the 
In the public sector, 68,9% of the gra 
students were from in-state; in the pr 
secto>", this figure was 58.7%. 
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* Residence data were also provided for 
80% of the rec^ion's first-professionel 
students (100% of those attend ing public 
institutions and 77?^ of those attending pri- 
vate institutions). Eighty-three percent 

of the first-professional students attending 
public institutions were from in-state and 
45.9% of those attending private institutions 
were from i n- s ta te . 

* And residence data were provided for 
81.1% of the graduate students in the region. 
In the public sector, 68.9% of the graduate 
students were from in-state; in the private 
sector, this figure was 58. 7%, 



The Nev/ England Board of Higher Educa 
tion has been providing data on college 
and university enrollments in the region 
since 1957 as part of its now annual pub- 
lication, FACTS About Nziv England ColldQdt 
Univ Q.n.6ityiQ.6 , and JnAtZtatQ,6, In order 
to provide more up-to-date and more 
detailed information on the size of the 
higher educational enterprise in the 
region, however, NEBHE last year ini- 
tiated an additional annual research 
report, Stadznt En^iollme^nt in Weto Enq- 
land J nstitutio nj Highe,^ Edacatyion. 
This report the second in that series. 

In order to ensure comparability 
with national figures and to avoid the 
needless duplication of questionnaires 
distributed to the region's college^: and 
universities, this report is based upon 
enrollment data provided routinely to the 
U.S. Office of Education as part of the 
Higher Education General Information Sur- 
vey (REGIS). In compiling this annual 
enrollment report, copies of the HEGIS 
form "Opening fall Enrollment in Higher 
Education" are obtained for each institu- 
tion in New England. When collected 
by USOE, as this year, copies of the 
HEGIS form "Residence and Migration of 
College Students" are also obtained. 

Because the Connecticut Commi ss i on 
on Higher Education, the Massachusetts 
Board of Higher Education, and the New 
Hampshire Coordinating Board of Advanced 
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Education and Accreditation routinely receive 
copies of these and all HEGIS forms from 
the institutions in their respective states, 
these agencies have generously agreed to 
provide NEBHE with the appropriate forms 
as they receive tnem. (This further avoids 
the duplication of requests for information 
from institutions in these states.) 

In the State of Maine, the Chancellor's 
Office provides the appropriate forms for 
the constituent units of the Un-^versity of 
Maine system, and the remaining public and 
private institutions are contacted indivi- 
dually by NEBHE for copies of these forms. 
In Rhode Island and Vermont, NEBHE also con- 
tacts every institution directly in order to 
obtain the necessary data. 

This year aggregate data are presented 
not only regarding enrollment by level of insti- 
tution, by level of student and by residence 
of students, but also regarding the number of 
first-time students enrolled in the region -- 
with comparisons with Fall 1971 data, as avail- 
able. In addition, these data are also pre- 
sented by institution (Appendix A) in order that 
thi report might be most useful to higher 
educational specialists in the region.

Extension centers 
differ from branch campuses in that 
students are not counted as resident 
students. Note that only degree- 
credit extension enrollment is request ed. 
Enrollment in interest courses, short 
courses, and other communi ty- type 
programs not creditable toward such 
an award are to be excluded even though 
they may be offered under the auspices 
of the extension division.

NEW ENGLAND ENROLLMENT 



Opening fall enrollment data for the 
academic year 19/2-73 were obtained for 
245 of the 250 deg ree-gra.nti ng institu- 
tions of higher education in New England. 
A breakdown of these 245 institutions, by 
state and level of institution, is presented 
i n Tabl e 1 . 

Enrollment in New England's colleges, 
uni vers-'' • " 3s and institutes continued to 
increase in Fall 1 972 , with a new high 
point being reached 597,208, e 3.16% 
(18,303) increase over Fall 1971. Enroll- 
ment in the public sector increased 5.04% 
(14,477) between Fall 1971 and Fall 1972, 
compared to a 1.31% (3,826) increase in the 
private sector. 

(Based upon preliminary data released 
by the U.S. Office of Education, enrollnent 
growth in New England was, therefore, ahead 
of that for the nation. Between 1971 and 
1972, enrollment at all institutions in the 
U.S. increased by only 2.0% compared to 3.16% 
in New England. For public institutions, 
the U.S. increase was 2.67% compared to 5.04% 
in this region; for private institutions, 
the U.S. total actually decreased 0.12% while 
the New England total increa:>ed 1.31%.*) 



As predicted in last year's New 
enrollment report, total enrollment 
public sector (302,077) surpassed the 
the private sector (295,201) in Fall 
for the first time in the region's h 
Thus public institutions accounted f( 
50.6% of the region's students in Fa 
compared, for example, to 49.7% in 1^ 
47.8% in 1970.

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BY LEVEL OF INSTITUTION 

The two-year colleges in New England 
showed the greatest increase in enrollment 
between 1971 and 1 972 ( 7.1 9"/), as they did 
in the nation. While the public two-year 
colleges in the region increased their en- 
rollment by 9.50%, however, the private 
two-year college enrollment dropped 1.60%. 

Enrollment in the region's four-year 
colleges showed the next fjighest increase 
at 2.56%, with the private sector showing 
a slightly greater increase than the public 
(2.94% and 2.73% respectively). 

And while enrollment at the region's 
universities increased 1.85%, the number 
of students attending public universities 
increased by 4.28% while the number attending 
private universities decreased by 0.43%. 

Thus among public sector institutions, 
universities showed the second highest 
rate of increase, behind the two-year but 
ahead of the four-year colleges. In the private 
sector, however, only the four-year colleges 
showed overall enrollment growth, while both 
two-year colleges and universities showed 
a slight drop in enrollments. 

LEVEL OF STUDENTS 

If degree-credit and non-degree stu- 
dents are considered separately, it is seen 
that while the enrollment of the former 
increased 3.42% from 1971 to 1972 the 
latter decreased 1.54%. By control of 
institution, private institutions showed 
increases in both the number of degree- 
credit (1.10%) and non-degree (12.12"0 
students while the public institutions 



showed an increase among deg 
(5.94%) but a decrease among 
(-4.58%) students.

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Vermont showed the greatest 
increase in enrollment between 19 
(7.15%) with Maine second (6.53%) 
largest numerical gain was, howe 
Massachusetts (9,776 or 3.14%). 

In the public sector, Maine 
greatest percent increase (7.36^0 
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Undoubtedly some of these changes are the 
result of natural expansion and contraction 
at these student levels. Much, however, would 
again appear to be the result of redefinition 
of those students being classified as exten- 
sion students. 



Undergraduate enrol Iment increased at 
both public (9.70%) and private (0.66%) in- 
stitutions, with an increase of 4.92% for all 
New England institutions. Similarly, first- 
professional enrol Iment in New Engl and in- 
creased 29,25% with both sectors showing 
gains, although the private institutions in 
particular show a sizeable increase (32.14% 
compared to 10.12%). 



BY STATE 

As the cover shows, Massachusetts con- 
tinued to enroll the majority of New England 
students (53.7%). (Massachusetts is also the 
only state in the region indeed, in the 
nation where enrollment in the private 
sector still exceeds that in the public. 
The percent of total enrollment in the private 
sector is gradually declining, however, 
standing at 58.13% ^n 1972 compared to 59.65% 
in 1971 . ) 

Vermont showed the greatest percent 
increase in enrollment between 1971 and 1972 
(7.15%) with Maine second (6.53%). The 
largest numerical gain was, however, in 
Massachusetts (9,776 or 3.14%). 

In the public sector, Maine showed the 
greatest percent increase (7.36%) with Massa- 
chusetts close behind (7.02%). Again, Massa- 
chusetts showed the greatest numerical gain in 
the public sector (8,815). 



In the private sector, Vermont 
showed both the greatest percent (13,80%) 
and numerical (1,410) gain over 1971, 
In Connecticut the private sector showed 
a slight decrease (-0,11%), the only 
decrease among either public or private 
institutions on a statewide basis.

First-time degree-credit enrollment at 
this sample of institutions dropped 1.19% 
between 1971 and 1972 at the same time that 
total degree-credit enrollment increased 3.11% 
and that undergraduate enrol Iment increased 
4.28%. 

Among the 69 public institutions supplying 
the necessary data, first-time degree-credit 
enrollment decreased 3.79% while total degree- 
credit enrollment increased 6.08% and under- 
graduate enrollment increased 10.26%. At 
the 121 private institutions included, 
first-time degree-credit enrollment increased 
by 2.03% while total degree-credit enrollment 
remained almost constant (0.08%) and under- 
graduate enrollment decreased 1.66%. 

Since the percent variations in total 
degree-credit and undergraduate enrollments for 
this sample of institutions do not correspond 
exactly with those for all New England insti- 
tutions (see previous section), these shifts 
in first-time enrollment cannot be generalized 
to the entire region. More detailed informa- 
tion on which institutions did and did not 
provide first-time enrollment data appears in 
Appendix A.
